GAIN this year President Roose- 
velt endorsed the Christmas Seal 
campaign in a message from the White 
House, released to all press services, 
Monday, November 25. The endorse- 
ment is given on page 45. He also 
gave his support in having his photo- 
graph made with Miss Jane Marsh 
dressed in the costume of this year’s 
Christmas Seal. She presented him 
with philatelic variations of the 1935 
Christmas Seal for his album, at the

Resolutions Passed 


At the meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association in Chicago October 
12, resolutions were adopted on the 
deaths of three prominent leaders in 
the tuberculosis field. Professor John 
Weinzirl, research worker, director, 
and for many years secretary of the 
Washington Tuberculosis Association, 
a member of the Board of Directors 
of the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion from 1922 to 1934, died June 26, 
1935. Professor Lydia Rabinowitsch- 
Kempner, editor of Die Zeitschrift 
fiir Tuberkulose, the oldest journal 
devoted solely to tuberculosis in the 
world, and director of the Bacterio- 
logical Institute of the Moabite Hos- 
pital, Berlin, died August 5. Dr. 
Marion Dorset, for many years chief 
of the Biochemical Division of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in the 
Department of Agriculture, made 
many contributions to the study of 
tuberculosis including the discovery of 
the egg medium for the growth of the 
tubercle bacillus which bears his name 
and his work in purifying and stand- 
ardizing tuberculin, died July 14.

Institute in New York 


Definite plans for a two-weeks’ in- 
stitute for the training of tuberculosis 
workers have been completed. The 
course is scheduled to be held at New 
York University in cooperation with 
the Division of General Education 
beginning February 3 and ending 
February 15, 1936. The general 
arrangements will be the same as in 
previous years. The matriculation fee 
will be $10 payable in advance to the 
University. 

The course is open to tuberculosis 
workers, public health nurses, persons 
who wish to secure additional train- 
ing in organization, programs and 
methods of tuberculosis work and to 
volunteers who are willing to give 
two weeks for this study. No part- 
time students can be admitted. A cer- 
tificate of attendance signed by New 
York University and the National 
Tuberculosis Association will be given 
to each student completing the course. 

For further information and details 
concerning the course write to your 
state association. A circular outlining 
the course will be available within the 
next two weeks. Applications should 
be sent to the director of the course, 
Dr. Philip P. Jacobs, Director, Pub- 
lications and Extension, National Tu- 
berculosis Association. 

Plans for one or more additional 
institutes in 1936 are also being con- 
sidered. It has been suggested that one 
of these institutes might be held in In- 
dianapolis following the annual meet- 
ing in New Orleans. Another has been 
suggested in New Orleans also im- 
mediately after the annual meeting. 
Suggestions as to one or the other of 
these two places will be appreciated 
from our BULLETIN readers. A defi- 
nite decision on this will be announced 
in the next issue of the BULLETIN.

THE PresipENT’s PROCLAMATION 


The White House 
Washington 
November 25, 1935 


“On Thanksgiving Day will again be 
launched throughout the country the An- 
nual Christmas Seal sale of the National 
Tuberculosis Association for funds with 
which to continue the fight against tuber- 
culosis. The appeal deserves the serious 
consideration of everyone, for the disease 
continues to be the Nation’s foremost pub- 
lic health problem—especially among the 
young. It is imperative that protective 
measures which have been found effective 
in preventing further spread of the dis- 
ease shall be continued unabated. 

“Leadership in the work of carrying out 
these protective measures is given by the 
National Tuberculosis Association and its 
two thousand affiliated units throughout the 
country. Their work has been of special 
value during the past five years when 
Federal, State and Municipal administra- 
tions were extended to the limit in caring 
for those who turned to them for aid. 

“The cooperation of every man, woman 
and child, every organized group and 
every governmental official is needed in 
order to bring this dread disease under 
control. It is properly the duty of each 
local community to raise the funds for its 
own protection. Christmas Seals give 
everyone an opportunity to do his part. 
The funds are spent in the communities in 
which they are raised for the protection 
of all. The need is great.”

Russell H. Kurtz has recently been 
appointed editor of the Social Work 
Year Book, a “description of organ- 
ized activities in social work and 
related fields.” He takes the place of 
Fred S. Hall, originator of the Year 
Book in 1929 and editor of this bien- 
nial publication of the Russell Sage 
Foundation. Mr. Hall will retire 
after giving thirty-three years of active 
service to social work. Mr. Kurtz has 
had wide experience in both labor 
relations and social work. He joined 
the staff of the Foundation in 1931, 
first as field representative and later 
became assistant director of the Foun- 
dation’s Charity Organization De- 
partment. 


Robert G. Paterson, Ph.D., execu- 
tive secretary of the Ohio Public 
Health Association, is the author of 
a recently published sketch of Dr. 
Robert Harvey Reed, one of the real 
pioneers in Ohio’s work in sanitation 
and public health. 


Miss Dorothy —— has recently 
been appointed general director of the 
National Organization for Public 
Health Nursing and will assume her 
new duties in December. Miss Deming 
has been a member of that staff since 
1927 as assistant director and editor of 
the magazine Public Health Nursing. 


The report of the Committee on 
Standardization of Clinic Records, of 
which Dr. Everett Morris, Aubrey, 
California, is chairman, stated that 
the demand for the various forms had 
been a pleasant surprise. Up to May 
31, 1935, 40,325 charts had been sold. 
These 23 standard record forms for 
tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
prepared by the American Sanatorium 
Association and the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, are sold singly or 
in sets in lots of 100, and any one 
interested in them may write The 
Livingston Press, Livingston, Colum- 
bia County, New York, for further 
information. 


On December 3 Miss Shaw will 
speak at the School Health Confer- 
ence in Hartford, Connecticut, which 
is being sponsored by the State De- 
partment of Education and financed 
by the Connecticut State Tuberculosis 
commission. 


Rehabilitation Notes 


The Technical Advisory Committee 
of the Rehabilitation Department of 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
held its first meeting at the National 
Office Monday, November 4. The 
vocational and counseling demonstra- 
tions which have been made at the 
Western Maine Sanatorium; Middle- 
sex County, Mass.; Cincinnati, O.; 
Rhode Island State Sanatorium; Potts 
Memorial Hospital, Livingston, N. 
Y.; West Virginia State Sanatorium; 
Catawba Sanatorium, Va.; Valley 
View Sanatorium, Paterson, N. J.; 
and William Wirt Winchester Hos- 
pital, West Haven, Conn., and State 
Sanatorium, Uncas-on-Thames, Nor- 
wich, Conn., were reviewed by the 
Committee. It was recommended that 
such experimental demonstrations be 
continued in sanatoria where there is 
a reasonable chance of establishing a 
continuing program. 

It was felt that such demonstrations 
have a four-fold value: (1) to give 
concrete assistance to the individual 
patients put through the testing and 
counseling service; (2) to focus the 
interest and attention of the sanato- 
rium authorities on the need for social 
treatment; (3) to interest local tuber- 
culosis associations in the possibilities 
of cooperation with the sanatorium 
and the rehabilitation groups, and in 
broadening their own campaign for 
the prevention of tuberculosis; and 
(4) to develop a body of research 
material. 

Mr. W. Frank Persons, director of 
the United States Employment Ser- 
vice, emphasized the need of stressing 
the assets of each individual rather 
than his liabilities. With nine million 
able-bodied unemployed registered at 
the Public Employment Bureaus the 
only chance of placing a physically 
handicapped man on a job in industry 
lies in giving him such thorough train- 
ing that he can be employed on the 
basis of his superior ability. The only 
way of accomplishing this is through 
adequate guidance and training. 

Dr. Clarence Hincks, director of 
the National Committee for Mental 
Hygiene, expressed his belief that the 
provision of vocational guidance and 
counseling to sanatorium patients will 
reveal opportunities for cooperation 
with the mental hygiene movement. 

Dr. Donald G. Paterson, Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, was appointed to 


serve on a committee with Mr. Per- 
sons and the secretary on qualifica- 
tions of personnel. 

Mr. Morse Cartwright, director of 
the American Association for Adult 
Education, suggested that if possible 
the Committee meet in January with 
the Advisory Committee on Social 
and Vocational Rehabilitation of the 
National Conference of Tuberculosis 
Secretaries. 


Foreign Christmas Seals 


A new commemorative anti-tuber- 
culosis stamp bearing the picture of 
the late Queen Astrid of Belgium 
was issued October 31 by the Belgian 
post-office department in cooperation 
with the Belgian organization for 
the prevention of tuberculosis. These 
postage stamps are issued in one deno- 
mination at 70 centimes each plus a 
surcharge of 5 centimes for tuberculo- 
sis work. They may be obtained in 
this country from any dealer who 
handles foreign stamps. Those wishing 
to order them directly from Belgium 
should write to: Mr. Paul Grosjean, 
L’Oeuvre Nationale Belge de Defense 
Contre la Tuberculose, 288 Avenue 
de Tervueren, Brussels, Belgium.
